Submitted herewith is report of the operations of the Metropolitan 
police department of the District of Columbia for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1929. 

The Metropolitan police district of the District of Columbia at 
present is divided into 14 police precincts, exclusive of the harbor 
precinct, jurisdiction of which includes that portion of the Potomac 
River and its navigable tributaries and shores lying within the District 
of Columbia, and all wharves and landings on said shores.

The authorized uniform force as of June 30, 1929, comprises a total 
of 1,313 members, inclusive of 51 special street-railway crossing 
officers, said street-railway crossing officers being subject to the same 
rules and regulations and entitled to the same privileges as are other 
members of the force, their salaries, however, being paid by the several 
street-railway companies. 

There were also carried on the rolls as of June 30, 1929, a total of 
76 civilian employees.

This figure represents the total uniformed patrol for the entire 
24 hours, which period of time is divided into three shifts of 8 hours 
each, from which it will be seen that one-third of that number, or 
about 176, are on duty at any given time, affording police protection 
and service to a population variously estimated at 530,000 souls in 
an area of approximately 70 square miles. 

It is submitted that the only equitable method for computing the 
number of police officers per square mile, or per unit of population, 
is the method herein adopted, namely, that of taking only the actual 
number of men on duty. 
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In this, as in all other police departments, the assignment of a cer- 
tain number of men to specialized work is essential to the efficient 
operations of the force and to the rendition of proper police service 
to the public.

ENFORCEMENT OF LIQUOR LAWS 

From the following statistics for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1929, with comparative tables for the four preceding fiscal years, it is 
evident that the department has in no measure relaxed its intensive 
campaign in the enforcement of the liquor laws. 

Through an arrangement with the Internal Revenue Bureau, 38 
members of the force have been vested with authority as special 
prohibition agents. In each precinct one officer is especially assigned 
to the duty of enforcing the liquor laws, and in addition thereto there 
are two special squads, each in command of a sergeant, one of which 
squads devotes its efforts exclusively to the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition laws and the other to the enforcement of the prohibition and 
the gambling laws, these two squads operate immediately under the 
direction of the major and- superintendent of police.

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TRAFFIC BUREAU 

The traffic bureau is under the supervision and command of an 
assistant superintendent, who, under the direction of the major and 
superintendent, cooperates with the director of traffic. 

The personnel as of July 1, 1929, was as follows:

Three sergeants are mounted on motor cycles and are assigned to 
duty supervising the work of the street railway crossing officers and 
motor-cycle and bicycle privates assigned to general traffic work. 

The 51 special street railway crossing officers, whose salaries are 
paid by the several street railway companies, are assigned to the 
various street rail w t ay intersections for the regulation of traffic. 

Fourteen privates are mounted on motor cycles; 10 on bicycles; 2 
assigned to duty as drivers; 3 assigned as assistants to the public- 
vehicle inspector, who holds the rank of sergeant; 8 are assigned as 
examiners of applicants for operators' permits; and 9 as station, file, 
and record clerks. Of the 6 civilian employees, 3 are statistical 
clerks; 1 is a stenographer and clerk; 1 a laborer, and 1 a janitor. 

Perhaps the most important function of the traffic bureau is the 
examination of applicants for permits to operate motor vehicles in 
the District of Columbia and the extent to which this work is growing 
each year is evidenced by the following figures;

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1928, 12,225 such applica- 
tions were disapproved after examination and test or both, and dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1929, 14,189 such applications were disapproved. 

The bureau also operates a headlight testing station for testing head- 
lights free of charge. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1929, 7,074 such tests were 
made, a decrease of 388 from that of the preceding year. 

The reduction in the number of headlight tests was due to the 
frequent closing of E Street, between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Streets NW., and also due to the fact that for a long time E Street 
was a one-way street eastbound. 

Representatives of the traffic bureau test brakes on all automobiles 
involved in accidents or whenever an officer believes that the brakes 
of an automobile do not comply with the traffic regulations. 

During the fiscal year covered by this report 1,029 such tests were 
made. 

The bureau investigated 1,256 traffic complaints, character reports, 
and applications for special traffic signs; served 1,093 orders suspend- 
ing or revoking operators' permits. 
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HACK INSPECTION SERVICE 

During the year a survey of the public vehicle stands was made 
and a revised list submitted to the District Commissioners, which 
they approved on January 8, 1929, and which provides for approxi- 
mately 587 public vehicles. 

This is -a decrease of space for 288 vehicles from the previous year, 
and was brought about by abolishing stands that were not used. 
However, there was an increase of 309 livery tags issued for public 
vehicles that are not required to occupy public stands. 

ACCIDENTS AND CASUALTIES 

There were 88 traffic deaths during the fiscal year covered by this 
report as against the same number for the preceding year; 3,301 
sustained injuries of either a serious or minor character, and acci- 
dents resulting in property damage totaled 3,669 as against 1,958 
during the preceding fiscal year. 

BOARD OF SURGEONS 

The board of surgeons reports, 9,300 visits to the clinic by members 
of the force and considers this indicative of the fact that officers are 
availing themselves of the medical facilities provided by Congress. 

The members of the board of surgeons made 1,310 visits to the 
homes of members of the force on account of injuries and illness, and, 
ni addition to its duties in connection with the police and fire depart- 
ments, rendered like service on 420 occasions to members of the United 
States park police force and on 73 occasions to members of the White 
House police force. 

SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION • 

The department has hopes of securing 25 additional members in 
order that the school of instruction can be extended to cover a 3- 
month period, as it is not felt that the school, operated as it has been 
in the past with classes for a month only, by any means meets the 
requirements of the department, as it is believed that it is absolutely 
necessary to train and instruct new recruits before assigning them to 
the actual discharge of police duty. But this can not be undertaken 
unless the additional number of men referred to is appropriated for, 
as the urgent need for police service will not permit of the necessary 
assignments from the personnel of the present force to attend the 
school except for short periods of time. 

WOMAN'S BUREAU AND HOUSE OP DETENTION 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1929, the woman's bureau 
dealt with cases actually involving 699 defendants, a decrease of 143 
as compared with the preceding year. Of this number 206 were mar- 
ried females; 374 single females; 19 married males, and 100 single 
males. 

The bureau received 2,715 complaints of which number 2,386 were 
adjusted; 141 are still pending, and 188 are on the inactive calendar. 

Of these complaints 497 were from private citizens; 128 from neigh- 
bors of the persons against whom complaints were made; 267 from 
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parents; 364 from relatives; 127 were anonymous; 446 originated in 
other branches of the police department; 590 with the woman's 

private agencies; 155 from public

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

The following recommendations are based upon careful study of the 
present and future needs of the department, to the end that that char- 
acter of efficient and effective police service demanded by the taxpayer 
may be rendered. 

Due thought has been given to the growth of the city's population 
within the past few years as well as to the probable future growth 
thereof. 

(1) Increase of force. — I recommend, as a matter of most urgent 
necessity, the enactment of legislation providing for an immediate 
increase in the Metropolitan police force to a minimum of 1,500 patrol- 
men and 16 additional lieutenants. The members of the department 
have been enjoying the 8-hour privilege since it was authorized, except- 
ing lieutenants assigned to precinct stations, and the proposed increase 
in the number of these officers is to provide for 1 additional lieutenant 
at each of the 14 station houses and bureaus, thereby enabling the 
department to put each member of the force on an 8-hour basis. 

On page 2 of this report will be found figures representative of the 
total patrol force available for a period of 24 hours, which force, di- 
vided into three shifts of 8 hours each, provides a total patrol force 
actually on duty at anyone time of only 176 men, in an area of approx- 
imately 70 square miles. 

Police problems are daily becoming more numerous and more com- 
plex, and in order to meet and satisfactorily cope with the many diffi- 
cult problems presented I deem an immediate increase in the force 
essential. 

(2) Adequate compensation. — It is my opinion that the character of 
service rendered by the police force of the District of Columbia should 
set the standard for all other American municipalities. If this most 
desirable condition is to be brought about, the salaries paid must be 
such as to attract men of the highest caliber, and to that end I recom- 
mend the enactment of legislation providing for an entrance salary of 
$1,800 per annum for privates, with a maximum salary after five 
years of service of $2,500, the salaries of sergeants and higher officers 
to be fixed accordingly. 

(3) Increase of detective bureau personnel. — 1 recommend that the 
personnel of the detective bureau be increased to at least 100 men, to 
be in two grades, 50 of whom should be rated as second grade or pro- 
bationary detective sergeants with additional compensation equal to 
one-half the additional compensation paid detective sergeants, their 
advancement to the higher grade to be dependent on the character 
of work performed. 

This plan would enable the department to assign men to specialized 
work in various types of law enforcement and at the same time leave 
available a sufficient force for such general assignments as are essential 
in the prosecution of the established work of the detective bureau. 

(4) Legislation conferring on all members of the Metropolitan police 
force the powers of prohibition enforcement agents— I urge, as a matter 
oi real necessity, that section 28, title 2, of the national prohibition 
act be amended so that members of the Metropolitan police force will 
have the same authority as other officers of the Government enforcing 
laws relating to the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages. 
In the Volstead Act we are confronted with the only statute of this 
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character in force to-day in which it is found necessary to swear in 
members of the force as special agents of another branch of the Gov- 
ernment in order to enable them to take proper action in case of viola- 
tion of said act. 

(5) Special appropriation for enforcement of liquor and gambling 
laws. — It is most urgently recommended that the sum of $10,000 be 
appropriated solely and specifically for procuring evidence and in the 
payment of reputable agents in the enforcement of the vice, liquor, and 
gambling laws, the expenditure from such appropriation to be ap- 
proved by the commissioners upon the recommendation of the major 
and superintendent of police, such legislation to contain a definite 
provision setting forth clearly the fact that any part of the appropria- 
tion may be used either for the purchase of evidence or for the paymen t 
of informers, both of which procedures are absolutely essential to even 
the slightest measure of success in securing a reasonably effective en- 
forcement of the laws referred to. 

(6) Transportation facilities. — I recommend increased appropria- 
tions for the •purchase of high-powered automobiles for assignment 
to the detective bureau and in cases of emergency to the various 
precincts. 

The criminal has been quick to seize upon the motor vehicle as a 
means of increasing his efficiency, and surely the police department 
should be equally prompt in availing itself of all the methods offered 
by science and invention to circumvent the activities of the criminal 

class. 

(7) Police control of clubs. — I can conceive of nothing more import- 
ant to the law enforcement agency of any municipality than that it 
should have control of and freedom of entry into all clubs, whether 
incorporated or not. 

A number of clubs have recently been established in the District 
of Columbia, admission thereto being restricted to so-called bona fide 
members, and while it is generally known to the police authorities that 
certain of such clubs are established purely for the purpose of gam- 
bling, it is difficult and in many cases impossible for the police to obtain 
sufficient evidence upon whicd to secure a warrant. 

(8) Legislation to regulate the business of executing bonds. — I urgently 
recommend the passage of House bill 52, Seventieth Congress, first 
session, which contemplates effective legislation to regulate the busi- 
ness of executing bonds for compensation in criminal cases and to 
improve the administration of justice in the District of Columbia. 

This proposed legislation, prepared by Mr. Gilbert, of Kentucky, 
will, if enacted into law and properly enforced, do much to eliminate 
certain features of the business of executing criminal bonds, which 
for years have been the cause of annoyance to the courts, prosecuting 
attorneys, and to the police. 

(9) Enactment of legislation which will permit panmbrokers^ to operate 
in the District of Columbia. — I urge the enactment of legislation to 
amend the act entitled "An act to regulate the business of loaning 
money on security of any kind by persons, firms, and corporations 
other than national banks, licensed bankers, trust companies, savings 
banks, building and loan associations, and real-estate brokers in the 
District of Columbia," approved February 4, 1913. 

Under existing law 1 per cent per month is the maximum interest 
which can be charged on loans of the character contemplated in the 
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act of February 4, 1913, and it is of course utterly impossible for 
pawnbrokers to operate under said legislation. 

Any such legislation should, of course, carry a provision placing 
pawnbrokers under the direct supervision of the police, and compel- 
ling them to make daily reports of all business transactions. 

(10) Police supervision of dances and dance halls. — I renew the recom- 
mendation contained in the report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1927, for the enactment of legislation defining the term "dance hall" 
and providing specifically that no license for such a hall or for any 
public dance should be issued except upon approval of the superin- 
tendent of police, and that no person should engage in the business 
or profession of an instructor of dancing without first having obtained 
a license so to do; such license to be without fee and to be issued 
only after the applicant has established the fact that he is a person 
of good habits and morals. 

(11) Vagrancy law. — I recommend the enactment of an effective 
vagrancy law. 

(12) Weapon law. — I also recommend the enactment gf an adequate 
law regulating the sale, carrying, and possession of dangerous weapons. 
An examination of the records contained in another part of this report 
with respect to the commission of crimes of violence will clearly 
indicate the need for the passage of such an act. 

(13) Automobile title law. — I recommend the enactment of an auto- 
mobile title law for the District of Columbia, the need for such legis- 
lation being obvious. 

(14) Drug addiction and medical practice regulations. — I also recom- 
mend that legislation be enacted making drug addiction in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia a felony and that the medical practice act be 
amended so as to provide for adequate regulations of persons prac- 
ticing as chiropractors and osteopaths and of all other persons who 
attempt to treat disease, injury, or deformity. 

(15) Street railway crossing policemen. — I invite attention to the 
report of this department for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1925, 
dealing with the subject of street railway crossing policemen, which 
report contained a comprehensive outline of the various acts of 
Congress providing for the establishment and maintenance of the 
street railway crossing force. 

The need for legislation which will provide for the payment of 
the salaries of members of such force from public funds is very 
necessary. The program of traffic light installation is going forward 
and will eventually result in the discontinuance of the service of 
these men at various street railway intersections, and it is therefore 
important that immediate legislation be enacted which will prevent 
the development of what will undoubtedly be a most embarrassing 
situation. 

The reports of subordinate bureaus and officials of the department 
not included herein are on file at these headquarters for* reference, 
and appended hereto as a part of this report will be found certain 
statistics essential to it.
